THE MYSTERY STILL UNSOLVED

SAVANNAH, Mo., Jan. 7.—In the house 
in which Frank W. Richardson was assas- 
sinated his widow today told the coroner's 
jury what she saw and heard on that fatal 
Christmas eve. 
Too ill to rise from her bed, Mrs. Rich- 
ardson lay in her bedroom and answered 


the questions put to her by the prosecuting |

She emphatically denies every statement 
made by Bessie Phyllis, the servant girl.

“At 10:40 the jury proceeded to the Richard- 
son residence, five blocks from the court- 
house, followed by a vast crowd of people. 
When the officers of the court arrived at 
the Richardson house fully 100 men and 


women crowded into the grounds. 


Prosecuting Attorney Booher, standing on 
the front porch, addressed the people, re- 
questing all to go away, as only the cor- 
oner and those immediately connected with 
hearing and three representatives 
the afternoon press would be admitted. 
“Please go away now,” said Mr.- Booher. 
‘In the name of the Richardson family and 
the authorities I request it.”’ 

The first step of the coroner was to take 
the measurements of the hall and bedroom 
where the murder occurred.
